Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the 
year  I96I. 

The  Report  is  presented,  as  in  previous  years,  in  the 
form  and  sequence  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  12,560  \7hich  is  a decrease  of  540  on  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year« 

The  live  birth  rate  after  adjustment  v/as  16. 6 per 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  18. 4 in  i960  and  17«4  for 
England  and  Wales, 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  9»8  1,000  which  is 

very  slightly  above  the  rate  for  i960  (9.4) • The  rate  for 
England  and  YJales  was  12,0. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  were  fev/er  in  number 
but  the  mortality  rate  of  32  per  1,000  live  births  was  still 
considerably  higher  than  the  national  rate  which  vms  21,4. 
is  usually  the  case  most  of  the  deaths  occurred  under  the  age 
of  one  month,  proninent  causes  being  disease  or  defects  of  the 
newborn. 


There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  Measles  accounted  for  the  great  majority  of 
notifications  due  to  an  expected  rise  in  its  incidence. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  carrying  out  the 
Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  in  the  v/ork  of  improving 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  generally. 

My  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout 
the  year  and  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  data 
supplied  for  inclusion  in  this  Report.

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  which  follow  are 
those  finalised  by  correction  for  inward  and  outv/ai^  transfers, 
while  the  population  figure  upon  which  the  various  rates  are  based 
is  the  estimated  home  population  at  the  30th  June,  I96I,  and 
includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area.  For 
each  Authority’s  area  the  Registrar  General  issues  annual  Area 
comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates; 
the  factors  contain,  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make

SECTION  D 

HOUSING 


This  year  started  the  second  stage  of  the  Council’s 
Sim  Clearance  programme  v/hich  includes  76  unfit  or  potentially 
unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  Virith  over  a period  of  five  years. 

During  the  year  twenty  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1957*  In  many  cases  the  oimers  undertook  to 
repair  and  improve  properties  thus  preserving  valuable  housing  units. 

In  addition  to  these  properties  85  others  were  inspected 
for  housing  defects  during  the  year  and  in  appropriate  cases 
informal  action  secured  the  required  results. 

In  connection  with  discretionary  improvement  grants, 
eleven  schemes  for  improvement  were  submitted  to  the  Council  and 
all  eleven  schemes  were  approved  and  the  Council's  offer  of  grant 
accepted  by  the  applicants,  Tot&l  costs  on  these  eleven  schemes 
amounted  to  £3»855  and  the  grants  to  exactly  half  this  amomt. 
Nineteen  schemes  v/ere  completed  during  the  year. 

Twenty  three  schemes  Y;ere  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
standard  improvement  grants,  three  v;ere  subsequently  withdrawn  by 
the  applicants.  In  the  remaining  cases  the  Council's  offer  of 
grant  had  been  accepted  by  eleven  applicants  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  maximum  grant  permitted  on  these  eleven  schemes  amounted 
to  £785  18s,  5d. 

One  hundred  and  two  new  houses  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year  and  seventy  six  T^ere  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year.
